Prairic provinces. The members of 
the Southern Alberta Wool Growers’ 
} Association have 225,000 sheep | 
Jiigainst 158,000 sheared a year 
From these it is expected to obtait 
jabout 1,600,000 pounds of wool. The 
Pincher Creek Association will have 
jabout 85,000 pounds, a substantial in- 
crease over last year’s clip, and the

last year,
